These are the relevant -for this month - addresses to which you should send your reports as 
appropriate (along with at least three first class stamps to handle mailing costs) if you 're doing 
things by snail mail or if the station doesn t use email. 

Don 't forget that foreign drops need IRCs or dollar bills Instead of US postage stamps. 

Semi-foreign drops (read: Canadians) need cash or IRCs but might accept cowry shells, beads 
or small hand mirrors. Routine Is an accepted medium of exchange only within the province of 
Quebec. 

Of course, If you really want to cover all the bases - get with It and spend the vast sum of $49 
bucks (after rebate) for a Web TV box -as time goes by, more and more of the QSL business is 
being transacted via email.

PROPAGATION^ 

What it be: 

Okay, just like the sea, radio waves below a certain frequency display tide-like behavior that is 
dependent upon the time of day at your location and at the target location. (Arrr, me hearties - 
'tis a most appropriate metaphor!) Listen for a given area at one time and you'll hear nothing. 
Listen, say, twelve hours later and you'll hear find you're looking for. That's a real simple 
' >n of a very complex subject. 



The tables below can be looked upon as being like tide charts for a certain part of the world and a 
certain frequency. The higher the "tide" displayed, the better the radio path between the two 
points on the chart at that time on that frequency. 

To try to provide useful propagation for the ACE readership 1 cover the most common Pirate 
frequencies month by month and I produce tables that roughly divide the USA into eastern, 
central and western sections and the propagation paths between them. 

If you live, say, in Boston and want to try to listen for KMUD out in the western part of the 
country, you would check the table that says "Philadelphia, PA to Los Angeles, CA". This chart 
shows the radio "tides" between the two points that approximate where you are and where 
KMUD might be. Now look at the height of the bars - between 0200 and 0900 (that's UTC) 
looks to offer the best east-west listening path for you. Likewise, 1600-2100 might not be the 
best time to listen. 

Caveat: These charts are rough guides only - radio propagation is even stranger than a 
Republican Senator who believes that poor folk need a break more than the obscenely wealthy 
do -you sometimes hear the darnedest things come out of nowhere when you least expect it. 
Use them as a guide but don 'I let it stop you listening for a target when it says propagation is at 
its poorest - just use them as indicators of "best chances "I
